The aeroplane had flown eight miles, in 
seven minutes and forty seconds under per- 
fect control and the disaster was due to an 
error on the part of the navigator who di- 
rected the course of the flying machine down- 
ward tooquickly. The plan of operation is to 
elevate the course, but instead of touching the

Judge Grosseup Has Warning 
for Republican Party in 
Traffic Club Talk. 


MUST NOT GO BACKWARD. 


Says Corporations Must Be ‘Good’ 
and Popular; Winchell for 
Rate Raise. 


“Tf there ie any wedding in June between 
the republican party and the great trusts 
there will be a divorce in November.“ 

In these words Judge Peter 8. Grosscup 
ef the United States Circuit court last night 
wttered a warning against any backward 
step in the present movement to control and 
reform vast corporations and industries. 
The judge was a speaker at the dinner of 
the Traffic Chub of Chicago given for its ex- 
president, Frank T. Bentley, traffic man- 
ager of the Ulinois Stee) company, at the 
Auditorium “hotel. : 

Any attempt of the great corporatione to 
control the political parties in the coming 
campaign or to remedy present conditions 
gave through a policy of sound rebuilding of 
“manipulated” financial and industrial 
structures which have suffered through leg- 
islation and financial stress, will be most un- 
wige, according to the judgment of Judge 
Grosscup. 

Talk That “Drawe” Fire. 


The flash which drew fire from Judge 
Grosscup lay in the address of Mr. Bentley. 
who responded to the presentation ot a silver 
loving cup from the members of the organi- 


sation. 

“This is the most law-ridden and lawless 
nation on the face of the earth, Mr. Bentley 
ald. We have so much law we have not 
got half the respect for it, and at the same 
time we turn around and as a panacea for 
every human ill we induce the legislature to 
pass another law. And so we have got forty- 
A legislatures and the federal government 
all grinding out ill-digested and ill-considered 
laws, some good, much bai, and the result 
of it is that commerce found itself restricted, 
berriers erected to doing business on business 
principles, and we did not know what was 
the trouble, and a whole lot of us began to 
blame the other fellow.“ 


Judge Takes Up Challenge. 

Judge Grosscup, who followed Mr. Bentley, 
immediately took up the challenge. 

“TI am not one of those who believe the 
agitation of the last few years has been in 
its general outcome unjust or that it has not 
proven advantageous to the general welfare 
of the people and the corporations them- 
selves,"’. said the judge. I am one of those 
who has criticised freely, severely, many of 
the acts of President Roosevelt. I have 
criticised them to his face and I have criti- 
cised them behind his back. I have never 
gaid anything behind his back that I did not 
say to his face. 

But I believe that when history comes 
to be written it will be found that his leader- 
ship and influence and the movement that 
has been started under his administration has 
proven a turning point upward in the indus- 
trial and corporate history of the United 
States. I am one of those who believe the 
ground now has been cleared and that the 
day has come for constructive statesman- 
ship. This in my judgment will not be the 
destruction of the corporation. 

“The man who attempts to build up an 
administration of a public movement upon 
mare destructive methods is going to meet 
Gefeat, fot merely at the hands of you edu- 
cated men who know what is best and what 
is not best, but at the hands of the funda- 
mental good common sense of the American 
people. 28 

“Nor should it be a mere multiplication of 
regulations. I am apposed, for instance, to 
the present Hepburn amendment to the anti- 
trust act known as the Sherman act. Its 
whole effect would be to outlaw every cor- 
poration except such corporations as had 
made their peace with the man who happened 
to be president of the United States, and 
however much confidence I may have in any 
man who occupies the office of the presi- 

ney of the United States, I am not willing 

put in his hands the life or death of the 
tndustry of this country. : 

What we have to do is to give to the peo- 
ple of America an individual, personal in- 
terest in this great new domain that has been 
inaugurated in the last twenty years, and 
that only can be done by the constructive 
method of making the corporation of the 
future a trustworthy, medium of proprietor- 
—_ > trustworthy form of holding property 
—somiething that you and I with our sav- 
ings, that the farmer, with what his frugal- 
ity has laid aside, that the laboring man, 
with what his economy has given at the end 
of the year when his expenses are paid, can 
use to lay up for Khimeelf a personal, individ- 
ual proprietary interest in the industries of 
his country. 

“Do not attempt to take possession of 
either of the great poltical parties that in- 
tend to meet in their conventions next month 
and the month following, with the idea of 
turning back the public movement. If you 
men go there at all, go there for the purpose 
of giving the public movement its right di- 
rection. Do not go there with the intent of 
eonquering or capturing any convention. 

Let us unite in taking corporation as we 
have it today, ridding it of those evils that 
have made it what it is in so many instances, 

and build upon it a future that will invite 
all American citizenship into its domain on 
equal terms, practical as well as theoretical, 
that the industry of the country as well as the 
government may from this time forward 
begin to be a thing of the people, by the peo- 
ple, and for the people. That is not dema- 
gogism; that is solid wisdom.”’ 


Winchell for Rate Increase. 
President B. L. Winchell of the Rock Island 
railroad, defended the proposed advance in 
freight rates and made several thrusts at the 
National Industrial Traffic league, which at 
@ meeting in Chicago last week, in a set of 
resolutions condemned the action of the east- 
ern roads. 
“The prosperity or failure of the great 
rtation companies is written in the 
books of the commercial companies,” he said. 
“ We cannot hope for prosperity, the large 
prosperity, until the railroads are able to 
spend money with the manufacturers. We 
must have more money for our services or 
epend less. Men must be given work and this 
cannot be done by reducing wages, and in 
that path does not lie a return to prosperity. 
It is much more important that idle men 
should return to work than that freight rates 
should not be raised from 17 to 19 cents a. 
hundred.

Big Industrial Meeting Here Today to 
Fight Increase. 


Just what the advance in freight rates pro- 
posed by the eastern railroads within the 
territory of the official] classification territory 
alone, which tomprises the section east of the 
Mississippi river and north of the Ohio, will 
mean in increased cost of living is set forth 
in a table df statistics compiled by the Illinois 
Manufacturers’ association. The table, to- 
gether with legal opinions and recommenda- 
tions, will be presented today at the confer- 
ence of representatives of fifty of the largest 
industrial organizations of the east and mid- 
die west at the Auditorium Annex.

It would pay the average 
man's life insurance for six months, buy food 
for his family for over ten days, clothe them 
for a month, pay the rent for five weeka, or 
meet more than three-quarters of his annual 
expenditures on vacations and amusements. 
It would increase the cost of living all around 
by approximately 1% per cent. :

ASKS CAUSE OF MEAT PRICE. 


Slason Thompson Says That the High 
Cost Is Not the Result of 
Freight Rates. 


Freight rates and the high prices of meat 
are not related, according to Slason Thomp- 
gon. . He said yesterday that a study of the 
market reports shows that while cattle are 
higher now, hogs are nearly $1 per 100 pounds 
lower, sheep 65 cents lower, and lambs 83 
cents lower than à year ago. 

„Freight rates may concern fhe thousands, 
but the millions are affected by butchers’ 
Dis,“ said Mr. Thompson. 

In a letter to THz Trisune Mr. Thomp- 
son says: 

“Ag near as I can ascertain all this teenpest 
over an advance in freight rates dates back 
to the intervention of the government in a 
proposed reduction of wages on Southern 
roads last February. When it was an- 
nounced that the roads had been induced to 


-forego their intention to meet reduced reve- 


nues by reducing wages, it was given out that 
President Roosevelt had intimated his ap- 
rroval of an advance in rates as an alterna- 
tive to a reduction in wages. 

Last Sunday THe TRIBUNE was furnished 
with a remarkable array of railway statistics 
by the Chicago Association of Commerce, in 
which the figures for the territory east of the 
Mississippi were inextricably jumbled up 
with those for the whore country. The pur 
pose of this publication was to show that 
there had been materia! ad oes in freight 
rates between 1890 and 1906, in the face of 
the fact that during that period railway 
freight revenues had declined from 9.41 mills 
per ton mile to 7.48 for the whole country. 

“In the territory east of the Mississippi 
and north of the Ohio, as represented by four 
interstate commerce commission groups, the 
decline in freight revenues during the period 
in question as shown by the official figures 
appears in the following statement:

Married Man Is Alleged to Be a Seeker 
for Lore Soul Mates.” 


A west side girl who believed she was to 
become the bride of Harry C. Roland, ar- 
rested on Wednesday in Hoopeston, Il.;ona 
charge of using the mails to defraud, learned 
yesterday that he has a wife who is lying 
critically ill in a Chicago hospital.

It was insinuated by the attorney defend- 
ing Roland that before the trial the names 
of several other young women would be 
dragged into ethe case. He expressed his 
opinion thet the prosecution of Roland was 
brought about through the rivairy of “ soul- 
mates. 


Money Obtained by Threats. 

Roland, who is 35 years old, is said to have 
used the maile to defraud debtors of Ward. 
Tyrrell & Co., of which firm he formerly was 
traffic manager. He and his wife lived at 
4030 Vincennes avenue. By using the name 
of the Mail Dealers’ Protective associa- 
tion,“ Roland is said to have obtained about 
$40,000 from debtors of the company. 

He is said to have sent letters under the 
association’s name to the debtors of the 
firm threatening them with federal prosecv- 
tion on a charge of using the United States 
mails to defraud unless they made immedi- 
ate payment to his so-called firm. It is said 
he used his position as traffic manager to 
secure the names and the amounts due by 
patrons of Ward, Tyrrell & Oo., and claimed 
he was duly appointed collector for the mail 
order house. 

Besides using the mails to defraud, Roland 
is said to have doctored the books of the 
company in such a manner that bills were 
i sent to the persons who paid money to

TREASON PLOT RXPOSER DIES 


F. G. Stidger, Who ‘Upset Plans 
of ‘Golden Circle,’ Passes Away 


DRIVEN FROM THE: SOUTH. 


Funeral Services Today Will Be in 
Charge of G. A. R. Veterans.

Felix Grundy Stidger, poser of the 
“Golden Circle,” who dropped dead last 
Monday at his home, 7154 Woodlawn ave- 
nue, will be buried this afternoon. Scarcely 
known by his neighbors, and having only a 
small acquaintance with the civil war vet- 
erans of Chicago, his death attracted littie 
attention. If he had passed away forty-five 
years ago Gen. Grant might have taken two 
more summers to have got to Richmond. 

Stidger’s life seems to contain that one 
good story which is said to exist in every 
man’s history. Stidger was a secret service 
man during the two last years of the war. 
He worked his way into that notorious secret 
order of southerners in the northern states 
known as the Knights of the Golden Cir- 
ele,“ and became one of its chief officers. 

When the south was about ready to give up 
the conflict after the battles of Gettysburg 
and Vicksburg its spirit was rejuvenated by 
the knowledge that this order had plans all 
set for the delivery of the 40,000 confederate 
prisoners in Fort Douglas in Chicago and 
other northern cities. 

Plans also had been made for delivering 
over to the confederacy the states of Illinois, 
Missouri, Indiana, and Ohio. So strong were 
the forces of the Golden Circle’. and so 
secret were the movements and schemes of 
the officers of that body that the government 
was at a loss how to stop it. 


Upsets “ Enights’ ” Scheme. 

Stidger, who had wormed his way into the 
order and had climbed to the position of 
grand secretary by his efficiency, single 
handed stopped the delivery; turned over the 
chief officers to the government, and frus- 
trated one of the most ingenious schemes of 
the war. 

The chiefs of the order met in Chicago and 
decided upon a date and program for the 
huge delivery. Stidger learned all the plans 
and related them in a book he wrote on the 
gubject, as follows: 

“The members of the order in Illinois 
were to concentrate at Chicago and Rock 
Island and release the rebel prisoners in 
Camp Douglas in Chicago and those at Rock 
Island. They were then to seize the arsenals 
at those places and at Springfield, and 
thoroughly arm and equip the released pris- 
oners. The three divisions in Illinois were 
to seize the railroads that would convey 
them to the most available points in Mis- 
souri, where they would form with the forces 
of the Order of the Sons of Liberty in 
Missouri and the combined forces of the 
order from Illinois and Missouri, and to- 

bgether with the released prisoners from the 
Illinois military prisons -were to codperate 
with a confederate force of 20,000 men that 
Davis was to send into Missour! under com- 
mand of the confederate general, Sterling 
Price.“ 
Driven from the South. 

After the war Stidger’s life was threatened 
many times, and once he was followed for 
two years by a hired desperado who sought 
his life. He moved to Louisville in the late 
‘60s, but he found he could not Mve in the 

‘south with safety and was forced to move 
north. 

The funeral will be held this afternoon at 
2 o'clock from Metz's undertaking rooms, 
1231 Seventy-fifth street. The services will 
be in charge of the Custer post, G. A. R 
Interment will be at Oakwoods.

Wants Missouri River Dug Out. 

During his impromptu speech in the after- 
noon Gov. Folk also handled congress with- 
out gloves because of its failure to improve 
the Missouri river from St. Louls to Kansas 
City. He said that the improvement of riv- 
ers for the benefit of navigation was clearly 
a duty of the federal government. If a state 
should undertake to improve a navigable 
waterway it would soon run afoul of some 
United States officer who would have differ- 
ent ideas as to how to benefit commerce, and 
who would set in motion machinery which 
would stop the state from improving the 
8 running through fte own terri- 


He said the time had come when the United 
States muet either improve the Missouri 
river or allow the state of Missouri to do it. 
He declared that his state was willing and 
even anxious to make a great public high- 
way of the Missouri river from Kansas City 
to St. Louis. It was ready to pay all ex- 
penses, and would ask nothing more than 
that it might be given the revenue derived 
from the creation of water powers. He 
stated that if the state were allowed to pro- 
ceed with the work on this basis it would 
within a few: years make the grandest water- 
way in the world without expense to the 
people of the United States, and do it in such 
a way as to pay all expenses of the state 
‘government of Missouri. 
J. J. Hill Urges Thrift. 

The general sessions of the conference to- 
day were extremely interesting. They be- 
gan with a long but able speech by James 
J. Hill, the Northwestern railroad king, 
who took a pessimistic view of the situation 
with regard to coal, iron, and lumber. - 

“In some pects the occasion that calls 
together this assemblage is unprecedented,’’ 
said Mr. Hill. “The dignity and public m- 
fluence of those present as guests and ad- 
visers mark its importance. It is in effect a 
directors’ meeting of the great political and 
economic corporation known as the United 
States of America. The stockholders are the 
87,000,000 people of this country: the direct- 
ors are the state and federal officers, whose 
position brings them in touch with the opera- 
tion of the whole country. We should not fail 
to recognize the high note that has beer 
struck and the immensity of the interests in- 
volved upon the lives of millions yet (o be. 

People Called “Sinful Wasters.” 

Ot all the sinful waatere of man’s inher- 
itance on earth,’ said the late Prof. Shaler, 
‘and all are in this regard sinners, the worst 
are the people of America.’ This is not a 
popular phrase, but a scientific judgment. It 
is borne out by facts. 

How stands.the inventory of property 
for our own people? The resources of the 
sea furnish less than 5 per cent of the food 
supply, and that is all. The forests of this 
country, the product of centuries of growth, 
are fast disappearing. The best estimates 
reckon our standing merchantable timber at 
less than 2,000,000,000,000 feet. Our annual 
cut is about 40,000,000,000 feet. 

Wo are now using annually 500 feet board 
measure of timber per capita, as against an 
average of sixty feet for all Europe. We 
are consuming yearly three or four times as 
much timber as forest growth restores. Our 
supply of some varieties will be practically 
exhausted in ten or twelve years; in the case 
of others, without reforesting, the present 
century will see the end. 

Mines Cannot Be Restored. 

Turning now to one of the only two re- 
maining sources of wealth, the mine, we find 
it different from the others in an important 
essential. It is incapable of restoration or 
recuperation. The mineral wealth stored in 
the earth can be used only once. When iron 
and coal are taken from the mine they can- 
not be restored, and upon iron and coal our 
industrial civilization is built. When fuel 
and iron become scarce and high priced 
civilization, as far as we can now foresee, 
will suffer as man would suffer by the grad- 
ual withdrawal of the air he breathes. 

“The exhaustion of our coal supply ie not 
in the indefinite future. Yet we still think 
nothing of consuming this priceless resource 
with the greatest possible speed. Our meth- 
ods of mining are often wasteful, and we 
not only prohibit our industries from havihg 
recourse to the coal supplies of other coun- 


tries but actually pride ourselves upon be-

Prince Overcome When Authorities De- 
mand Key to Desk, Where — Seek 
Political Letters. 


BERLIN, May 14.—The residence at Lie- 
benberg of Prince Philip zu Eulenburg. who 
is under arrest charged with perjury in con- 
nection with the Harden revelations of last 
summer, was searched today for political 
correspondence. The result of the quest has 
not yet been made known.

called upon the prince, who is a prisoner in 
the Charity hospital, and requested the key 
of hia private desk.

Former Harvard Man Defendant 
in Breach of Promise Case. 


WOMAN TELIS OF GIFTS. 


Testifies He Paid Her $2,600 a Year 
Besides Presents. 


Boston, Mass., May 14.—[Special.]—A $25,- 
000 breach of promise guit by Annie Manley. 
a negress, against Philip B. Marcou, former- 
ly assistant professor in Harvard university, 
began today in East Cambridge. 

The woman testified she first met Prof. 
Marcou in Boston while she was on her way 
to a theater with a girl friend about six 
years ago. He stopped her, she claimed, and 
asked her to break her engagement. She did 
so and took him to her home in Holyoke 
street. Witness testified that Prof. Marcou 
kept calling on her every week and finally 


gave her $800 with which to purchase furni-— 


ture for a new heme. Later, she said, he 
gave her 2. 200 to buy a lodging house. 


Received Coldly on Return. 


Miss Manley said six years ago Prof. Mar- 
cou promised to marry her and they were to 
be married in September, 1906. In August, 
1906, she went to Saratoga, and while she was 
there he senther money. When shereturned 
in September she let him know of her re- 
turn, but he did not call. Therefore she 
went to Cambridge one day and saw him. 
He stopped and spoke to her, asking why 
she was there. She replied by asking him 
why he did not call. He said: 

I am too busy to talk to you now.” 

She stated Prof. Marcou had given her an 
average of about $2,600 a year during their 
engagement of six years. He allowed her 
regularly $150 a month, but made extra pres- 
ents. She testified he hed given her six dia- 
mond rings valued at $50 to $250 each, also 
$500 to buy diamond earrings, a watch and 
chain—in all. about $2,000 worth of jewelry.

„James Watson, special agent for the school 
board. who is working on the case, obtained 
information yesterday which leads him to 
think that the man who tried to burn the 

ding was crazed with jealousy arising 
from a family quarrel. 

Investigations during the day revealed the 
details of the attempt to murder 1,730 pupils 
and teachers by starting a basement fire. 
Only the prompt discovery of the flames by 
Engineer William Culliton prevented a ca- 
tastrophe, the teachers think. The building, 
which is at Aghiand avenue and West Thir- 
teenth street, is of wooden construction in- 
side and, although one of the largest schools 
im the city, it is crowded beyond its capacity. 

Engineer Cullton noticed smoke in the base- 
ment at 9:15 o’clock, just after the pupils 
had become settled in their various roome.

When you want to buy books go to the book 
stores of known reputations. Never patronize 
an “edition de lune book agent under any 
circumstances or you will get soaked. 

JAMES A. PATTEY. . 

James A. Patten, the millionaire board of 
trade operator, whose wife was swindled out 
of $2,050 cash and notes for $22,000 by a 
glib tongued book agent and who hopes to 
save payment on the $22,000 in notes, sound- 
ed a warning yesterday from the richness of 
his experience. 

Mrs. Patten, it appeared, was induced to 
sign a contract for the books—a rare edition 
of Shakepeare—not because she had any idea 
of purchasing them, but from philanthropic 
motives. 

The book agent, said to be a Harvard grad- 
uate of pleasing address, and his three or 
four accomplices, are still at liberty, but 
Pinkerton detectives expect to have them 
under arrest before long ‘The book agent 
and his pals were at the Auditorium Annex, 
but. are not there now. 

The names of those in the swindle men- 
tioned by Mr. Patten and his attorney, 
Joseph E. Paden. mayor of Evanston, are 
J. M. MeFartand, who carried the swindle 
through, and the accomplices, Rosenstein, 
Cooper, and Adams, whose initials are not. 
known. 

Willing to Give Warning. 

Now Mr. Pattern is willing to give his ex- 
perience the widest publicity, so the public 
may be warned against the operation of this 
particular gang of book agents. 

He says they have swindled more than one 
Chicago man, but that the ones who were 
swindled would rather pay than have pub- 
licity. He affirmed that one man who had 
been induced to sign a contract for $40,000 
worth of editions de luxe bad been glad to 
settle for $10,000 

Mrs. Patten has the books, for which she 
paid $2,060, ‘ kicking around in the base- 
ment of her residence in Evanston. They 
haven’t been opened. They are a set of 
William Shakspeare’s works—James O. 
Halliwell’s edition, in sixteen volumes. A 
set, said to be just like them, can be bought 
at book storés for $400, in good condition. 


Patten Tells How Agent Did It. 

„% Mey wife never intended to buy the 
books.” said Mr. Patten, as he came out of 
his private office at Bartlett. Frazier & Car- 
rington's stock and grain house at 188 Jack- 
gon boulevard. “I wish you would say that 
we have no library of rare books. My wife 
was induced to sign a contract for this set 
of volumes, not because she had any idea 
of purchasing them, but because she is char- 
itably disposed, and the book agent worked 
upon her sympathy. 

Six months ago my wife became ac- 
quainted with the smoothest thing in the 
way of a book agent that ever was unloosed 
on an unsuspecting public. Never mind his 
name. He's well connected in Boston and 
a graduate of Harvard. He is 35 years oid, 
fine appearing, and talked a good deal about 
his mother. He sold my wife $25 worth 
of books and she thought he was al! right. 


Then He Plans the “Killing.” 

Then, he took measures to make a kill- 
ing,’ as they say on the board of trade. He 
told Mrs. Patten that a Mr. Ladd, a banker 
from Portland, Ore, had promised to buy 
from him an edition de luxe of Shakspeare. 
I don't know what it was like, for my wife 
didn’t say anything to me about it, but it 
was to bé something pretty fine, for he said 
Mr. Ladd would pay him 6,500 for the set. 
He said Mr. Ladd was on his way home from 
Europe, and would arrive in a few days. 

% Now, if you will sign a contract for 
these hooks,’ said the book agent to Mrs. Pat- 
ten, ‘you will enable me to secure them 
from the dealers.’ Mrs. Patten, out of the 
kindness of her heart, signed such a con- 
tract, making it plain to the agent that she 
didn’t want the books herself. 

“A month later, he came back and said 
Mr. Ladd wouldn't take the set of Shakspeare 
he had described—it warn't fine enough—but 
he knew where he could get another one for 
$8,800 with better binding. He then ostenta- 
tlously tore up the old contract that Mrs. 
Patten had signed, and asked her to signa 
new one for the $8;800 books, which she did, 
his action in tearing up the old contract 
making the agent all the stronger. 

Agent Calls for Last Time. 

“ Somehow, the mythical Mr. Ladd didn't 
take the $8,800 set either, and the first thing 
Mrs. Patten knew, the books were delivered to 
her. She protested, but about that time the 
agent was conveniently taken Mat Kansas 
City—or said he was—and she had to pay for 
the books at the rate of $500 a month, in ac- 
cordance with the contract. 

The agent came back while she was pay- 
ing for the books, expressed great regret that 
she had been obliged to pay, and showed her 
a. letter purporting to be from a Baltimore 
man, offering to take the books for $12,000. 
He even offered to divide the commissions 
with Mrs. Patten. She had paid $2,950 on the 

oks, and was anxious to get her money 

ck, and while in this state of mind was in- 
duced to sign several notes for another set 
of books.“ 

These notes, it is understood, amounted to 
$22,000. Mrs. Patten infermed her husband 
of the transaction, after she had signed the 
notes, and he took immediate steps to stop 
payment on them.

HERE? NOT ASKED 


Two Hundred Men Under 
Frank Curry Said to Have 
Invaded Chicago. 


BUT TRUCE IS HONORED. 


President Roach of the Railways 
Company Denies Calling 
In Outsiders. 


The differences between the Chicago Rail- 
Ways company and its union employés ap- 
parently reached the importation of strike 
breakers "’ stage yesterday. It was report- 
ed that a crew of 200 men under the leader- 
ship of Frank Curry, known as a leader of 
strike breakers, arrived in Chicago from St. 
Louis. The Chicago Railways officials said 
they knew nothing of the invasion.” 

Curry was quoted as saying he has 400 
strike breakers in reserve, and in the event 
of hostilities would offer his own and their 
services to the traction company. 

President John M. Roach of the Chicago 
Railways company said the company has 
made no move in the direction of obtaining 
strike breakers. He said he has every rea- 
son to believe the present difficulty between 
the street car men's union and the company 
and its nonunion empioyés would be settled 
amicably, either through arbitration or in 
conference, following the adjudication of the 
injunction suit. 


Both Sides Honor Truce. 

The truce established by agreement be- 
tween Judge Walker and Attorney Kickham 
Sranlan, representing the street car men's 
union, President Larkin of division No. 241, 
and other officers of the organisation was 
‘arried out in letter and spirit. No hostile 
tnove of any sort calculated to disturb the 
status quo was made by the officers of the 
union. 

No matter how the injunction suit is de- 
cided, the strike committee of the union 
will try to have a conference with President 
Roach, probably tomorrow, relative to the 
„ gecesslonists and the closed shop” 
question. It is practically certain that 
President Roach will receive the commit- 


tee. 

International President Mahon held a con- 
ference in the afternoon with reference to 
the strike of tunnel employés. It is probable 
a conference between President Mahon and 
officials of the Illinois Tunnel company will 
be arranged within a few days. Supt. Calla- 
han of the tunnel company said he will be 
giad to meet nt Mahon at any time 
in refernce to the tunnel strike. 


Asks Anti-Slugging Writ. 

An injunction to prevent slugging, picket- 

ing, or a boycott is asked by the Meare- 
Slayton Lumber company, 1108 Belmont 
avenue, in a petition filed in the Circuit court 
yesterday afternoon. The defendants are 
the United Brotherhood of Carpenters and 
Joiners of America and two of its Chicago 
branches, as well as the officers of the three 
organizations. 
„There has been a strike at the lumber 
firm's place of business for six weeks, and 
in affidavits accompanying the petition it 
is set forth that the defendants or their 
agents have resorted to “strong tactics.” 

The strike followed a refusal to accede 
to a demand for an increase of from 88 cents 
im hour to 35 cents an hour for millworkers. 
When they left and their places were filled 
dy other men, it is asserted, violence fol-

that wae attempted. Wittke says stones 
were thrown through windows at his home, 
and Kirchner asserts that a few, days ago 
an explosive that had been placed under the 
front door step of ‘hie home was discharged, 
partly wrecking the place, but injuring no 
one. ;

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THE PRAIRIE BOY AT SEA. 
Without waiting for the official report 
which Rear Admiral Evans promises will 
prove such a sensation if published, the 
middle west may permit itself some hon- 
est pride in one aspect of the battleship 
cruise. Rear Admiral Evans says: 


I am even more pleased with the personnel of 
the navy at this moment than I am with the ships 
themselves, if that be possible. The betterment 
has been amazing in the last five years in the per- 
sonnel of the enlisted men. Because of the bet- 
ter clase of men that are being recruited and be- 
cause of the better treatment they are receiving 
we now have a personnel that commands my high- 
est respect. The men of recent years have been 
largely recruited from the middle west. It would 
not, perhaps, be supposed that lads from the farms 
would make good sailors. They do, however. 


The importance of personnel is no less 
in our day of the floating machine than in 
the days when yards were lashed together 
and Jack fought out the last deadly issue 
cutlass in hand on the enemy’s deck. The 
comment of foreign naval observers with- 
in a few years has been invariably un- 
favorable to our personnel, though chiefly: 
because of its insufficiency in numbers. 
It is reassuring to have Rear Admiral 
Evans’ enthusiastic words. The grounds 
of improvement .are plain. Recruitment 
formerly was mainly from the. merchant 
marine, sailormen of the old style. But 
the inland boy goes to sea because he is 
attracted to it by higher motives: than 
making a livelihood. To him it is a call- 
ing 92 the older and stricter sense of the 


word. ' While the navy can be manned by. 


men gis ate capable of pa triqtie and 
romantic love of the service it will have 
the best stuff in the nation. 

The most obvious effect and proof of 
the high character of our recruits was the 
eonduct of the men on shore leave. The 
standard of good behavior now attained is 
without equal in the annals of our navy. 
Best of all, this standard is not unlikely to 
establish itself. The clean living, intelli- 
gent farm boys will have most to do with 
that. May they continue to go into the 
naval service. Better treatment than 
prevailed in the past is assured as well 
as better pay. The prejudice of civilians 
against the uniform is yielding to pride 
in the fleet and will disappear as the con- 
duct of the men themselves is shown to 
be good. With the opportunity of for- 
eign cruises and the real lure of the sea 
taken into account, the inducements of 
the service are not to be despised. : 

If present conditions can be maintained 
a serious problem will be admirably 
solved. Ships without men, and good men 
at that, are junk. 


LAWYERS AND RECEIVERS. 
The Chicago Heonomist has figured out 
the total cost of the receivership of the

This is a good time to call a halt. In 
these days when economy is preached ‘on 
every hand there should be economiszing 
in this matter of receiverships and some 
consideration for the feelings of creditors 
or stockholders, There is an opportunity 
for a judge to make a name for himself 
by refusing to let a receiver employ a 
lawyer unless one be actually needed and 
by awarding to the lawyer only what his 
services are worth. 

It would not be safe to depend on the 
jadges. There should be legislation. The 
fees of receivers and lawyers should be 
regulated by law. ‘The cost of recelver 
ship proceedings is a flagrant evil which 
calls for prompt and effective action. 


NOW LET THE SENATE ACT. 

Yesterday the house of representatives 
passed the Vreeland currency bill. The 
senate should not hafk back to the Al- 
drich bill, but should concur in a measure 
that will satisfy the popular demand for 
currency legislation. 

A Chicago banker is quoted as saying 
that he wants no emergency currency 
law. He gives it as his opinion that if 
one were enacted the report at any time 
that one or another bank was taking out 
currency under it would act as 4 general 
alarm to the country at large. This is a 
reflection on the sanity and sagacity of 
the country at large. The community 
would see in the bank’s action evidence 
of a momentary scarcity of currency and 
of the desire of the bank to relieve the 
scarcity. 

The country was not thrown into gen- 
eral alarm last year when the banks were 
taking out all the bond secured circula- 
tion they could and were importing 4 
hundred millions in gold. There was no 
panic in this community when the banks 
united to put out an emergency currency 
of unfamiliar appearance not sanctioned 
by law. 
controller of the currency, said the other 
day, the panic was mainly confined to the 
banks. There is no reason to believe that 
the issuance of a legal emergency cur- 
rency would act as a general alarm, On 
the contrary, it would beget confidence. 

This same banker predicts‘ that if the 
house bill shall become a law it never 
will be used. It is to be hoped that 
everything will move on so smoothly in 
the monetary world that there never 
would be occasion for its use. If, how- 
ever, there were urgent need of a sudden 
increase in the volume of the circulating 
medium the business world-would look to 
that law for relief rather than to an im- 
provised clearing house currency. 

The knowledge that there was such a 
law would give the business world con- 
fidence that the worst of currency famines 
could be met and overcome. That is why 
business men are looking to congress to 
pass the Vreeland bill. They are able to 
appreciate its value. They wish congress 
to pass it at this session. It is the mani- 
fest duty of congress to gratify sd gen- 
ers) and. — a wish. & “ol 


CORRUPTION IN THE SMALL CITY. 

The case of Rockford must be painful 
disillusion for those theorists who cherish 
the beltef that onte we get our great 
cities reformed the dawn of civic purity 
will be red in the east. 

Six citizens of Rockford have n6w con- 
fessed to ‘the taking of bribes. One had 
served for fifteen years in the couneil, had 
been a candidate for mayor, and is said 
to have been “ prominent ” 
cret societies or fraternal organizations. 
The other men also were well known, and 
in several cases at least were well re- 
garded by their fellow townsmen. Prob- 
ably in the intimacy of the daily life of 
smaller communities they were familiarly 
known by their first names, and their 
+ lives doubtless were considered open 
books for the perusal of their neighbors. 

In the great cities it is recognised that 
dangers inhere in the necessary complex- 
ity of our political machinery. Few citi- 


machinery. The currents and crose cur- 
rents of duty and interest are many and 
confusing. The temptation of good citi- 
‘gens, therefore, is strong to let things take 
their course and hope for the best. 

Butin a city of the size of Rockford 
| che business of government is not, or need 
not be, carried on by men remote from 
the general observation. It seems to 
dwellers in the metropolises that the 
whole munscipal processes of a city like 
Rockford should be under the eye of the 
citizenghip constantly; that only men well 
proved in daily intercourse should be 
‘chosen to office, and that under the per- 
petual though friendly gaze of the neigh- 
borhood they could not well go wrong. 

The case of Rockford disposes of these 
easy conclusions. It is evident that just 
because the municipal machinery is com- 
paratively simple and political personali- 
ties familiar the community is lulled into 
security and becomes negligent and un- 
critical. Mystery, after all, breeds cau- 
tion, and ft is easier to be suspicious of 
an unknown than of Neighbor Smith or 
Brother Brown. WO

on guard for a time at least after this 
unpleasant experience. » There should be 
no doubt about the attitude of the com- 
munity toward the malefactors. The pay- 
ment of fines by no means wipes the slate 
clean.

A COUNCIL OF GOVERNORS.

If he is secure in his posi- 
tion as party leader he can control enough 
votes to enable him to Ar out definite 
poticies of administration. While the

law, is the legislature rather than the ex-

The result is 
an increasing frequency of conferences 
and congresses under government author- 
ity to regulate the action of the different 
nations of the earth. No er condi- 
tions could be found than th existing 
in the territory known to the world as the 
United States. It should not be difficult 
for the American sovereignties to work 
together for the accomplishment of great 
projects which are of importance both to 
the separate commonwealths and also to 
the larger life of the nation. From such 
a point- of view a council of governors 
might prove a bit of machinery of much 
value in a day of conference and combina- 
tion for the securing of desired n 
ments.

The marquis of Queensberry’s conversion to 
the Roman Catholic churck serves to call at- 
terition once more to the diversity of the re- 
ligious beliefs of the family of which he_is 
the chief. His sister, Lady Edith Fox-Pitt, 
is, Uke her husband, George Lane Fox-Pitt, 
a professing Buddhist; Lord Sholto Douglas 
and his American wife, a CalHfornian vaude- 
ville actress, are Baptists. Their father, the 
late and eighth marquis of Queensberry, 
was a self-proclaimed atheist and on this 
account was, in spite of his talents, barréd 
by his fellow peers of Scotland from rep- 
resenting them in the house of lords. The 
present Lord Queensberry’s elder brother, 
who died as Lord Drumlanrig, was a Pres- 
byterian, and Lord Archibald Douglas, 
brother of the late marquis, is a Roman 
Cathelic priest and now a member of the 
Redemptorist order. 

The seventh marquis, that is to say, the 
grandfather of the present Lord Queensber- 
ry, was a Presbyterian of the strictest type, 
and his wife, whom he had wedded at Gretna 
Green, after a typical old fashioned, post- 
chfise-and- four elopement, died as a Schter 
of Mercy. She was a most: eccentric old 
lady and is on record as having been so de- 
voted to the Fenian cause that she subsi- 
‘fized a Fenian newspaper for many years, 
lavishing large sums of money on the Land 
league, and when Talbot, the detective and 
informer, was assassinated, she made a 
handsome pecuniary donation to the family 
of the murderer in token of her approval. Her 
equally eccéntric daughter, Lady Florence 
Dixie, a rabid unionist, presented a sum 
twice as large to the widow and family of his 
victim. Old Lady Queensberry was, so far 
as Iam aware, the only peeress of the realm 
who was an avowed and enthusiastic Fenian. 

> 

The strain of eccentricity has always been 
exoeedingly pronounced in this family and 
has led to some strange romances, to some 
extremely dramatic episodes, and to a large 
number of tragedies. Perhaps the most ap- 
palling of the latter was one which took 
place in the early part of the eighteenth 
century at Edinburgh. The Lord Queens- 
berry of the day was high commissioner of 
Scotland and as such had to preside at the 
ceremony of proclaiming the law at the 
Cross of Edinburgh by which the fiscal union 
between England and Scotland was estab- 
lished. His entire household, retainers, and 
servants, with the exception of the heir to 
the title, an idiot boy, and the 1 year old 
cid of one of the servants, @eserted the 
family mansion near Holyrood palace to 
witness the ceremony. When the inmates 
of the establishment returned at the close 
of the function they found, to their horror, 
that the lunatic heir of the high commis- 
sioner and of the marquisate of Queensber- 
ry had managed to escape from the room 
in which he was confined and had roasted 
in front of the kitchen fire and almost com- 
pletely devoured the ewer infant.

NEW CHICAGO POSTOFFICE 
PROVIDED BY HOUSE BILL. 


Public Buildings Measure Appropriates 
$750,000 for Site—Illinois Gets a 
Full Share of Pork.“ 


Washington, D. C., May 14.—[Special.]-- 
With the $750,000 carried tn the omnibus 
public buildings bil for the purchase of a 
site for a new postoffice in Chicago, \and 
$275,000 designatea for the construction of a 
new federal building in Uncle Joe's town of 
Danville, the state of Illinois has pork in 
the measure reported today to the extent 
of more than two million dollars, or about 
one-tenth of what the entire bill carries. 

Many towns throughout the state are pro- 
vided for generously in the way of money 
for the reconstruction of postoffice buildings. 
sites for buildings, and new postoffice build- 
ings themselves. 

The new postoffice at Chicago, which is to 
be built for mail service only and ultimately 
to cost about $1,000,000, is practically an as- 
sured fact. The site will be purchased with 
$750,000 provided in the bill, and money for 
the construction of the building will be forth- 
coming in a latér congress.

CROUTONS.—Are always in good form 
‘with cream soups, and afford an excellent 
way for using stale bread. Cut stale bread in 
one-third inch slices and remove the crusta 
Spread thinly with butter. Cut slices in one- 
third inch cubes, put in a shallow pan, and 
bake until delicately browned, stirring occa- 


sionally and watching carefully that the 


crumbs may brown evenly. 

HYDE PARK BROWN BREAD.—Break 
stale bread into small pieces; there should be 
one and one-half cuffuls. Add two cupfuls 
of cold water, cover and let stand over night. 
In. the morning rub through a colander, and 
add three-fourths of a cupful of molasses and 

zone and one-half cupfuls each’ of rye meal, 
granulated cornmeal and graham flour mixed 
and sifted with three teaspoonfuls of soda 
and one and one-half teaspoonfuls of salt: 
then add one and one-fourth cupfuls of cold 
water. Stir until well mixed and fill one 
pound baking powder tins two-thirds full of 
the mixture, cover, and let steam two hours. 

MOCK BISQUE SOUP.—To three-fourths 
of a cupful of stale bread crumbs add four 
cupfuls of milk, half an onion, stick with 
six cloves, @ sprig of parsley, and a bit of 
bay leaf. Cook in a double boltler until the 
milk is scalded, then remove the seasonings 
and rub the mixture through a sieve. Cook 
half a can of tomatoes with two teaspoonfuls 
of sugar fifteen minutes, then add one-fourth 
of a teaspoonful of soda. and rub through a 
sieve. ‘Reheat the bread and milk to the boil- 
ing point, add the tomato, and pour it into 
a tureen over one-third of a cupful of butter, 
one-half teaspoon of salt, and one-eighth 
of a teaspoonful of pepper. 

HAM TIMBALES.—Add one cupful of milk 
to one cupful of stale bread crumbs, and cook, 
stirring constantly until a smooth paste is 
formed. Add one cupful of cold boiled ham 
finely chopped, and season with three and 
ore-half tablespoonfuls of butter and salt 
and pepper to taste; then add the whites of 

two eggs beaten until stiff. 

Fill buttered individual molds two-thirds 
full of the mixture, put in a pan, half sur- 
round with hot water, cover with buttered 
paper, and bake in a moderate oven twenty 
minutes or until firm, 

Remove from the molds to a hot serving 
dish and garnish with slices of hard boiled 
eggs and paraley.

SAYS BOARD OF CONTROL 
IS UNFAIR TO HIS BOYS. 


Principal Westcott Tells of the Break 
Between the Body and His Youthful 
Athletes. : Ps 


Principal Westcott yesterday explained his 
reasons for forbidding the North Division 
High school athletes from competing in con- 
tests with other high school teams. According 
to the principal the board of control did not 
give the North Division school a fair deal in 
the trouble which arose between the board 
and the north siders after the North Division- 
Hyde Park football game last fall. Prin- 
cipal Westcott charges that the board wae 
partial in dealing out its decisions, and fa- 
vored three other schools, while his was 
thrown out of the league. 

The trouble started when the North -Divi- 
sion team played ineligible men against Hyde 
Park in the first football league contest of the 
year. The North Division boys were thrown out 
of the league, while Hyde Park was not dis- 
eiplined. Principal Westcott Wolde that if North 
Division was thrown out for using Ineligible men 
Hyde Park should have been put out for playing 
against thoge who were ineligible. 

**I defended my boys before the board of con- 
trol,“ Prof. Westcott said, and tried to see that 
everything was fair. My boye were not fairly 
treated by the board when the matter was brought 
up, ae is shown by the fact thet three other teams 
had the same charges agdinst them. Hyde Park, 
Lake View, and Crane were the other schools who 
hed disobeyed the regulations. but they were al- 
towed to go free. arguments were unavailing. 
and when I found that the board was not disposed 
to deal fairly I gave the members my opinion of 
their attitude and departed. Since then my boys 
have not competed in the Cook county events, and 
I think I can handle the athletic situation out here 
without the help of the board of control. Some of 
the papers called me a ‘* mollycoddle’ soon after 
that. Now, do I look Hke a mollycoddie?’
